CHINESE CUSTOMS, 


VOSTHION OF STR LK. HART, 


Tho Times correspondent wired from Poking 
on July 80st: ~The Chinese interferenca in the 
adipinistration of the Customs service causes 
i sing anzivty. ‘The assurances given to the 
British Legation thatihere would bo uo change 
jo the methods of udmiuistration are daily 
ignvted. as was foxrad by. those who know how 
seldom assurances given by China sre worth the 
pauper they are written on, and who quote as an 
exutople of formul auurances the promise ot 
currency reform: and the fact that never hare 
the confusion and tho offf-tal corruption of the 
coinage been greater. [t ways considered bere 
exseutial, in order to countoract the effect of the 
decrew transferring the control of the Castoms, 
that the assurances given to the British Lopution 
shinttd be given the same publicity and force us 
the Tinperial decree, or al any rate that they 
should bo communicated to ‘Sir Robert Hart 
dor the instruction o£ the service, China declin- 
ed to comply und our Government considered it 
unnecessary to press for such an osseatial condi- 
tion, with the result that the assurances bayy 
never been communicated to Sir R, Hart, nov 
to his service, nor teany Chinege official inside 
or outside the service, nor to the native Press.
